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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Surinder Sachar on June 26, 2006. 
-The application has been amended as follows: 

-Claim 2 has been cancelled; 

-In claim 8, lines 2-3, "wherein said controller is further configured to control said 
temperature sensor based on the monitored temperature and integrated current" has 
been deleted and replaced with -further comprising a temperature sensor configured to 
sense a temperature at at least a portion of said at least one LED unit, and wherein said 
controller further monitors the sensed temperature of said at least one LED unit and 
integrates a current supplied to said at least one LED unit, and controls the frequency 
modulation based on the monitored temperature and integrated current.-; 

-In claim 1 1 , line 6, "of before "LED unit" has been deleted; 

-In claim 18, line 2, "19" has been changed to -11-; 

-In claim 10, line 1, "2" has been changed to -9-. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose a dynamic color mixing device having, inter alia, "said controller 
individually frequency modulates the respective driving signals supplied to each of said 
first LED, second LED, and third LED to individually control their relative intensity 
outputs, wherein said controller is further configured to control the frequency modulation 
based on the sensed colors; (claim 9); or "said means for supplying further individually 
frequency modulates the respective driving signals supplied to each of said first LED 
and said second LED to individually control their relative intensity outputs, wherein said 
means for supplying further controls the frequency modulation based on the sensed 
colors (claim 19). The remaining claims 8, 10-12, 18 and 20 are allowed by virtue of 
their dependencies from the independent claims. Hence, the examiner has allowed 
claims 8-12 and 18-20.
